The experiments in chemical 
horti- 


culture of M. Dudouy, of St. Owen, have 
been very successful. lie has tried sim- 
ultaneously three methods of cultivating 
legumes, flowers and trees, viz.: with or- 
diniry manures, with chemical manures 
in garden soil, and with a special com- 
pound in pure sand. 
This special com- 


pound—which he calls Jloml—contains 
nitrogen, phosphoric acid, potash, mag- 
nesia and sulphur, in so concentrated a- 
form as to require dilution with 20,000 
times their volume of water. 
During a 


period of five years the artificial soil 
prepared by treating sand with floral has 
\ielded plants strikingly better in every 
respect than those grown by the other 
method. 


The body heat of birds is greater than 


(hat of any other class of animals, rang- 
ing from 100 to 112 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Among the mammalia it is from 95 to 
105 degrees, varying in adult man from 
H8 to 100. 
In sleep it is about a degree 


and a half lower than when awake, and in 
fevers it rises several degrees above the 
normal temperature. 
In the young of 


all animals the body heat is greater 
than in the adult—the difference being a 
few degrees. 


The cause of malarial diseases is said 


to have been discovered by Prof. Laveran, 
a French phsyic'mn of Val de Grace. 
It 


is a very minute organism, named by him 
Oscillaria malariw. M. Richard, who an- 
nounced the discovery in the French 
Academy of Science, has found these 
microbes in all the fever patients of the 
Philippeville hospital in Algeria. These 
are located in the red blood-corpuscles, 
and completely destroy their contents. 
They can easily be rendered visible by 
treatment with acetic acid, but otherwise 
it is difficult to detect them in the corpus- 
cles. They look like a necklace of black 
beads, with one or more projections, which 
penetrate the cell of the corpuscle, and 
oscillate or move like whips.

"there shall be great signs in the .,„.., 
in the moon and in the stars," and also in 
the Psalms, "The sun for the rulings by 
day, and the moon for rulings by night." 
The subject of astrology is one that in 
the earlier ages of the world engaged the 
attention and respect of the most learned 
and devout; and, indeed, in more recent 
times, there have been those who have 
practiced its principles. The word means, 
the science of the stars, and has nearly 
the same meaning as the word astronomy ; 
it was considered, however, the higher^ 
the real science, while the kuowodge of 
the stars, their places and motions, were 
cultivated with u view to assist judicial 
astrology. Josephus says that after the 
time of the deluge there were existing 
certain stone pillars, which have been 
carefully handed down through successive 
ienerations, from thn time of Soth, who 
>ad engraved them according to the in- 
Btructionsof Adam, his father ; containing 
the rudiments of astrology. 
Among the 


>atriarchs, Noah and Abraham taught and 
practiced it and Joseph is the reputed 
nithor of the "Aphorisms of Hermes, 
he Egyptian." 
The tribe of Issacliar 


.-ere called in Holy Writ, "the men who 
iad understanding in the times," and all 
hrough the Hebrew scriptures, from 
iainuel and Daniel to the wise men from 
he East, were found those who followed 
lie stars. 
"To those who affect to despise astrol- 


O'y as a myth and delusion, we would 
emark that Kepler and Bacon, 
tlie 


lelanchthou, the pious Hishop Hall, and 
host of other philosophers and divines, 
elievcd in a connection between the 
lovements of the stars and the destinies 
f men." 
The famous mathematician

of Death, and related to wills, legacies, 
adversaries, friends and successes in life.

The ninth house was called the House 


of Keligion and Science, and related to 
learning, books, travels, churches and 
pastors, dreams and visions.

thority, etc. 
The presence of Jupiter, 


Venus or the Sun, denoted great eminence 
n life. 
Malefic Saturn when not oppose;! 


more bcncfic stars, augured dissipation 


md ruin. 
For example, Wellington was 


>orn under Jupiter iu the 10th house, and 
japoleon was born under Saturn in the 
ame house. 
The presence of the moon 


here-assures honors and high offices, un- 
ess opposed by malign planets of superior 
>owers. 


The eleventh house was called the 


louse of Friends, wishes, hopes, desires, 
tc. If evil aspected, it portended soro 


disappointment; the presence of Saturn 
is very evil, the moon was favorable and 
the sun promised true friends who would 
aid in time of need. 


The twelfth house was called the House 


of Enemies, or captivity, and related to 
persecution, sorrow, assassination, etc. 
The presence of Saturn portended fear, 
sorrow and exile; Jupiter if evilly placed 
signified calumny, reproach, persecutions, 
mid poverty, if dignified, denoted victory 
and a happy issue; Mars denoted itnpris- 
ment by reason of willful enemies; tlio 
sun and moon were both unfortunate, 
when not counteracted. 


The sun in the ascendant (not opposed) 


denoted n high order of nobility, a true 
friend and n generous enemy, and one 
fond of dress and jewelry; if evil aspect- 
ed, it denoted one arrogant and despotic, 
yet a sycophant. 
The moon when in good 


aspect or unfettered, was the herald 01 
constant success and good fortune through 
life, and joined with Jupiter was exceed- 
ingly fortunate. 


Mercury ruled the reasoning faculties, 


and when he was evil aspected, his objects 
were perverted and a man devoid of prin- 
ciple was the result. 
Venus if well as- 


pected, insured a quiet, placid life, cheer- 
ful disposition, graceful manners, a taste 
for music, drawing and the like; if evilly 
aspected, the person would1 be lewd, las- 
civious, etc. 
Venus is friendly by sym- 


pathy to every 
planet except Saturn. 


Mars denoted a fiery disposition, an un- 
restraining desire to be in quarrels and 
mischief, vicious, rude, etc. 
Jupiter was 


powerful for good; his elements were free- 
dom, confidence, generosity, good will, 
dignity of character, and nobleness of 


lid to have constructed the horoscope of 
esus Christ, and to have maintained that 
10 deluge might have been predicted by 
leans of astrology. 


As late as the reign of Charles II. of disposition, and his natives formed the 


The next transit of Venus is to be photo- 


graphed, it is said ; but we do not see how 
the photographer will manage to get the 
head of Venus jammed between two iron 
prongs. 


ngland, Lilly, the noted astrologer, was 


called into the House of ('ominous to give 
his opinion on future events, and the 
death of George IV., who died in 18UO, 
was announced to him precisely two years 
previous by an astrologer whom he con- 
sulted; since that time, however, the rapid 
growth of civilization, tin; spread of intel- 
ligence, the invention of the telescope, 
and other means of careful 
research, 


which demonstrated the now accepted 
theory of astronomy, have all combined 
to render the world more skeptical in re- 
gard to such matters. 


Public interest was renewed a few years 


ago by tlin widely published prophecy of 
Prof. (I. A. Grimmer in 187'.), in which 
the most direful and disastrous thinss 
were foretold for the years 1880 to 1887. 
, The 
science ,was diy'rlc/l. iniji 
two 
branches, (I) judicial, liy which the fate 
of men and nations might be foreknown, 
ar.d (2) natural, by which events of brute 
and inanimate nature, such as eclipses, 
changes of the weather, etc., might be 
predicted. 
In 
the technical rules by 


which human destiny was foreseen, the 
"heavenly houses," as th.sy wiTe called, 
played a most important part. 
Astrolo- 


gers differed as to the manner of dividing 
tho heavens into houses, but a very gene- 
ral way was to draw imaginary great cir- 
cles through the north and south points of 
horizon, as meridians pass through the 
poles dividing the hciivutis, visible and 
invisible, into 1'J equal parts, six being 
above and six biMow the horizon, which 
were called the 12 houses of destiny, and 
were numbered onward, beginning with 
that one which lay in the east and below 
the horizon. 
The position of these 


houses for a given time and place, for in- 
stance, the moment of a pi:r.vm's birth, 
was called a theme, and to construct Mich 
apian was to east a nativity. 


The houses had dilfuri'iit. p/ui-orw, tho 


strongest being the fust, us it contained 
the part of the heavens about to rise and 
was called the ascendant: each house had 
one of tlin heavenly b /dies for its lord, 
who was strongest in his own house. 


Arbitrary significations were given tu 


the different heavenly bodies as they ap- 
peared singly or in conjunction, and ac- 
cording to these the hou.se was inter- 
preted. 
All the plants, animals, miner- 


als, countries and nations were parceled 
out under the different planets, which ex- 
ercised their peculiar influence over them 
in various ways, according to their po- 
sition. 


The first house was called the House of 


Life. 
The stars or planets situated in 


this house, at tiie time specified (and 
this was the exact moment of birth, if a 
person), were said to exert a most power- 
ful influence on the future life and destiny 
of the individual;. the presence of Sat- 
urn or Mars denoted sickness and acci- 
dents (and there were rules laid down by 
which the date could be determined). 
The presence of Jupiter or Venus insured 
freedom, good fortune, lasting happiness 
and success. 


The second house was called the House 


of Fortune or llichcs; and designated the 
pecuniary fortune of the individual in 
houses, or lands, or gold, if well aspected,. 
and the reverse, of poverty, misfortune, 
etc., if the planets were malefic ; they 
also showed the gain or loss in business. 


The third house was called the House 


of Friends or Brethren, and related to 
letters, messages, rumors, etc.; also to 
family connections. 
The presence of 


Saturn was a sign of hatred among breth- 
ren. 
Uranus found here, would never 


allow the person to remain long in one 
place, or to meet with much affection 
from kindred. The presence of Mars is 
evil, and is the demoniacal genius of all 
that is evil in this direction. 


The fourth house was called the House 


of Relations. This was called "the lower 
angle of heaven," as the sun touched the 
line at midnight, and was the feeblest of 
all the houses, according to the planet 
ruling here at time of birth, the person 
would be a great man, wealthy, distin- 
guished and learned; or if evil, a mur- 
derer or an adulterer. 


The fifth house was called the House of 


Children, and related to the children of 
the individual, the destinies of women; 
also to gaming, theatres, banquets, etc., 
and to the deaths of monarchs. 


The sixth house was called the House 


of Wealth, and if of evil aspect, portend- 
ed sickness and secret enemies. 


The seventh house was call»d the House 


of Marriage, wedlock and conjugal rela- 
tions. This is the abode of Jupiter, and 
if evil Mars.or Saturn be found there, and 
are not counteracted by Venus, the per- 
son will be unfortunate in wedded life, 
continually in trouble, and be much in 
war, duels, etc.

LILT AS» LOTTO. 


A Bloomlnv Victoria Krglu. 


Bordentown, JSI. J., possesses a rare 


attraction. It is a Victoria Regia in full 
bloom in the open air. It is the first 
specimen ever known to live under sim- 
ilar circumstances in a northern latitude, 
and it naturally has attracted the atten- 
tion of persons from far and near who 
have visited the grounds of E. D. Sturtc- 
vant, where the royal aquatic plant is 
on view. 
Mr. Sturtevant has also suc- 


ceeded 
in acclimatizing 
many other 


specimens of tropical water plants. 
In 


tanks about his grounds he possesses per- 
haps the rarest and most complete col- 
lection of water lilies ever seen. lie is 
enthusiastic in their culture and willingly 
eiplaius their many marvels. 
A reporter 


of the Philadelphia Press visited 
the 


pace and thus describes what he saw : 
'The Victoria Regia. was displayed in a 
large tank measuring about fifteen to 
tw«nty feet in length and width. 
The 


water was two and a half feet deep. 
In 


the centre, reposing lovingly by the side 
of a recently born leaf, was the Regia 
flower, a beautiful cone of bluish pink and 
yellov petals, measuring twenty-three 
inches across. 
Surrounding the flower 


were her leaves, five in number, perfectly 
round rafts of green with upturned edges 
and measuring six feet in diameter. The 
water side of the leaves is a network of 
veins and ribs armed with sharp thorns, 
and the whole structure of each leaf is so 
substantial that a boy of twelve might 
safely trust his weight upon one. 


It is not the mere size of the Victoria 


Regia which is so wonderful," remarked 
the florist, as he gazed affectionately at 
his treasure, "but the visible manner in 
which it grows. 
You can almost watch 


every motion of its life. 
The leaf rises 


from the water in the form of a bunch of 
prickles. The next day a crimson plaque, 
the leaf, lies on the water before you with 
gorgeously tinted rims. The leaf spreads 
at the rate of five or six inches a day, 
the crimson color entirely disappears, and 
it matures to the size you see before you. 
When the flower bud makes its appear- 
ance it opens petal by petal in the form 
of a snow white cone, and the most deli- 
cious odor perfumes the air, which is per- 
ceptible at quite a distance. In the 
course of two days the flower becomes a 
mass of pink and yellow, and after re- 
maining in that state for several hours it 
slowly folds its petals, droops its head 
beneath the water and dies. 
The next 


day a new bud arises from the water, 
and so on in constant succession until the 
middle of the autumn. I believe this is 
the only instance of a Victoria Regia ever 
having reached perfection in a northern 
climate in the open air. 
Naturalists and 


botanists have travelled from long dis- 
tances to see my llegia and they all tell 
me I have accomplished a hitherto un- 
known feat. 
Now come and see my wa- 


ter-lily garden. 
It is only 10 o'clock, 


A. M., and at this time the buds arc still 
open to perfection." 


THE WATEU-LILY (IA.RDLN1. 


In the midst of an enclosed meadow 


was a second tank, five or six times the 
size of the first. Floatins on the water j 
was one m the most beautiful sights of | 
nature. 
In the midst of inuumcrabl 


leaves of rich green, varying from twenty 
to twenty-four inches in diameter, wen 
a dozen varieties of lilies of the mos 
brilliant hues and 
delicious perfumes 


The flowers were cup-shaped, cone-shapei 
and star-shaped, and from tea to twelv 
inches in diameter. 
The most beautifu 


were the red lilies, (Nymplio-a 
rubrit) 


The cup-formed blossoms of the lattei 
species are a brilliant red with scarle 
stamens. 
The leaves are of a rich biowi 


turning as they fade to gold and crimsoi 
like autumn leaves. 
The Devon lily 01 


(Nymplitea 
Devoneusis), of which then 


were several flowers, is equally beautifu 
only the blossoms are much larger, being 
twelve inches in diameter, and the leaves 
at least two feet across. 
A single plant 


would make a sensation wherever it was

be of particular interest to you, the 
Egyptian papyrus." 


THE PATY1UJS PLANT. 


The papyrus grows in long stalks to a 


length of six feet with a large tuft of 
grassy leaves on the summit of each 
stalk. The ancients prepared their pa- 
per by slicing the stems in thin layers 
and joining them together by pressure. 
The tank also contained many other va- 
rieties of aquatic flora of rare beauty, 
and the whole scene was one which amply 
repays a long journey. The tanks are 
easy of construction and the lilies arc a 
constant source of delight. Every motion 
of their lives is plainly perceptible. 
Re- 


cently the tanks were illuminated by the 
electric light. 
The spectacle was viewed 


by several hundred persons, and they 
pronounced it to be one of unsurpassed 
beauty. 
The lilies were all wide open, 


and their rich colors and graceful forms 
were reflected on the water as though 
they were lying on the surface of a mir- 
ror. 
The Victoria Regia and the other 


lilies will remain in constant bloom until 
the late fall, and all lovers of the beauti- 
ful in nature are cordially .velcomed. To 
see them in their perfection Bordentown 
should be reached not later than 10 in 
the inornin".

red lilies are natives of India, the white 
of Sierra Leone, and the blue of Egypt, 
they all bloom at night—that is to say 
they open their petals about eight in the 
evening and close them about eleven 
o'clock on the following morning. 
Inter- 


spersed among the foreign varieties were 
several specimens of native American and 
European lilies, including the famous red 
lily of Boston and the English lily. 
The 


latter flower is pure white, the petals be- 
ing broad and waxy. The leaves are thir- 
teen inches wide. 


THE EdYPTAIN LOTUS. 


"There are specimens of the water- 


lily family in which I take a very great 
pride," said Mr. Sturtevant, pointing to 
some plants which were standing two or 
three feet out of the water. "These are 
the veritable lotus plants, the world- 
famed flowers of Egypt, the Nelumbium 
Speciosum." 


Rising on slender, graceful stems were 


groups of wide cup-shaped leaves, meas- 
uring one and a half and two feet in di- 
ameter, the blossoms and buds raising 
their heads a few inches above the leaves; 
several were just expanding and were of 
a rosy pink color; others were wide open 
and were of a creamy white with a sweet, 
soothing perfume. 
Here and there were 


seed vessels, shaped like the nose of a 
watering pot, and each one of the little 
orifices contained a nut-like seed. 


"I find the Egyptian Jotus to be thor- 


oughly hardy ; it takes kindly to all the 
rigors of our climate," continued the flor- 
ist, "and my specimens wintered with 
perfect success in water, upon the surface 
of which ice formed four, inches thick. It 
is the seeds of the lotus which the an- 
cients were in the habit of eating at their 
feasts. The Egyptians used to make 
bread of the ground seeds, and in India 
they are still eaten by the Hindoos, who 
roast them in the sand. I believe the 
flower was formerly worshiped by many 
nations of Africa and Asia. Here • in
